I wo cases of smallpox are quar­ 
antined in Palatins. 
Dr. Winner, 
of the state department of health, 
is in direct charge of the situa­ 
tion. 
He received, a telegram from 
the state department of health last 
Saturday that small pox had brok­ 
en out in a construction plant at 
I^tlaine. 
Getting in touch with T. 
<?. Hart, the village clerk, he learn­ 
ed that the local authorities were 
• unaware of the presence of the di­ 
sease. 
As all construction work 
was at a standstill until after Labor 
day, 
he 
waited 
until 
Tuesday 
looming, when he arrived in Pala­ 
tin e and began his investigation. 
The information forwarded by 
the state board of health, came 
from Cisna Park, IIL, where a ne- 
%ro was found with the disease. 
This laborer, in giving his history, 
stated that there wrere a number 
of fellow laborers engaged in con­ 
struction work at 
Palatine, who 
♦were similarly affected. 
The in- 
' vestigation in Palatine 
was very 
rigid. 
[M 
♦Dr. Winner, found two men with 
jthe disease. 
One of them James 
Dwyer, is in the last stage of erup- 
^A ion. 
The other case, Mr. Luthe, 
,'i^bad recovered. 
• A check-up of all barber shops, 
•pool halls and restaurants were 
promptly made. 
All people who 
were known to have been exposed 
to the disease were ordered vaccin­ 
a t e d or to submit to a 20 day quar­ 
antine. 
O r. Winner found that the cases 
around Palatine were mild in char­ 
acter. The victim first suffers with 
•lan ailment similar to summer flu. 
A*few days latter 
the 
eruption 
breaks out and the victim feels bet­ 
ter and able to continue his work 
as an apparently well person. The 
danger comes from the fact that 
malignant small pox might develop 
and cause the deaths of victims. 
The minimum quarantine is three 
■weeks.

The board of health will not en­ 
force a general quarantine in the 
4own as long as the situation does 
not grow' worse.
